SURVEYING CORPS READY. 


Mr. Edward Wo o d, o f Chicago , Is In 
the City and Will Push the 
Undertaking. 


Edward Wood, of Chicago, who 
is backed by New York and Boston 
parties, is in the city, looking after 
an electric car 
line 
from Monett, 
Lawrence county, to Sedalia. 
Mr. Wood'proposes to put his sur­ 
veying corps into the field this week 
and will survey from here to Wind­ 
sor, and from 
there 
southwest to 
Leesville. 
From Leesville a branch will 
be 
run to Butler via Clinton. 
From Leesville on the main Hue 
he 
will 
survey south to Osceola, 
.thence to Stockton. 
A branch will leave the main line 
at Howardsville, running to El D o­ 
rado Springs. 
The main line will continue south 
to Greenfield, Dade zounty, thence 
south to Mt. Vernon, and on south 


to Monett. 
This road, Mr. Wood says, will 
give a short line route to the Frisco 
railroad into Arkansas and 
south­ 
west into the Indian territory via 
Neosho and Vinita, I. T. 
This will be a splendid road, as 
all the small towns alone the line 
can have easy access to Sedalia. 
The 
coaches will be 
furnished 
with chairs, and the trains will carry 
mail and baggage cars. 
Three cars 
will constitute each train. 
Mr. Wood IS well pleased with 
Southwest Missouri and Sedalia. He 
expects to finish the survey to M o­ 
nett by the ist of November and be 
ready to begin work as soon as the 
election is over— if Sedalia is suc-

The X Ray s to Be Made cf 
Veterinary Surgeons. 
^ Although what may bo termed the 
X-ray craze has in a giTat measure 
abated, 
experiments 
are 
beiiio 
quietly prosecuted in many labora­ 
tories with a view to widening the 
ran.ge of utility already suggested 
by Prof. Roentgen’s discovery , 
lu 
one new experiinent in Germany , 
the human body was submitted to 
the action of the ray s through an 
apparatus of special design, which 
enabled spectators to clearly ob­ 
serve the action of the diaphragm, 
heart and stomach. 
Another inter­ 
esting demonstration was made in 
England, where the Roentgen ray s 
were applied to living animals 5vith- 
out anaesthetics, more particularly 
for diagnostic 
purposes. 
Where 
radiographs of living animals are or­ 
dinarily taken, the subject has to l)e 
kept 
still, either forcibU^ or l)y 
anaesthetics, but in this case the 
animals were moving when the pic­ 
tures were taken. 
The first applica­ 
tion of the ray s was made to two 
horses’ knees, one of 
5vhich was 
broken-kneed; two excellent radio­ 
grams were obtained, wffiich clearly 
showed the difference in tlie two 
cases. 
These results promise to be 
of great service to the veterinary 
surgeon, as such an application of 
the X-ray to moving objects prom­ 
ises to do away with the extreme 
tediousness and difficulty of keeping 
the subject perfectly quiet during 
prolonged exposure. 
Although in 
this instance 
the 
horses moved 
freely about during the time they 
were radiographed, the lines of the 
picture were perfectly sharp.

south west side of a h igh h ill th ere 
made a trail along th e face of it. 
Th eir h oofs wore th rough th e th in 
sod,and th e wind caugh t up th e p ar­ 
ticles of sand and ser 
th em sp in­ 
ning up th e h illside. 
Tracks of th is 
old trail may still be seen down in 
th e h ollow, but most of it h as been 
blown away . 
Th e wh ole h ill became 
a wav e of sand, and now it is roll­ 
ing down grade toward th e h ouse of 
one of th e th ree sh anty settlers 
along th e road. It is certain to bury 
th e h ouse some day under a wav e of 
sand from 2 5 to 3 5 feet h igh . 
Th e old Alex andria road is cov ­ 
ered in one p lace with th e sand to a 
dep th of th ree feet.

morning leav es a deep rut wh ere th e 
wh eels sank in. 
Th e tread of th e 
h orses is h eav y , but at nigh t th e 
sand h as sifted in and th ere remains 
scarcely a sign of trav el. 
Th e great 
wav e of sand kills ev ery th ing before 
it, buries th e fences and cov ers th e 
stump s and bush es. Some roots and 
sticks sh ow th rough telling wh ere 
th e bush es h av e been. 
A p atch of 
woods bey ond th e reach of th e main 
wav e h as a fence along its south ern 
face ov er a h ill th at slop es down 
among th e trees. 
A fairly lev el 
stretch leads from th e foot of th e 
h ill to th e south . 
On th is lev el 
sandy sp ots sh ow. Beh ind th e fence 
is a bank of sand, th e smoth er from 
th e sand p atch es down on th e lev el. 
Th e woods, th e h ollow in wh ich th ey 
lie and th e sp ring will be buried be­ 
fore long by th e h ill.—N. Y. Sun.
